With the anniversary of 
the declaration of the War 
of 1812 approaching, antic¬ 
ipation for the bicentennial 
celebrations is growing. 

And Governor General 
David Johnston, represent¬ 
ing Her Royal Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth, will help 
the Niagara 1812 
Bicentennial Legacy 
Council begin the events 
with a bang, says Brian 
Merrett, CEO of the region¬ 
al bicentennial committee. 

The Governor General 
will lead the historic cere¬ 
mony, giving a speech on 
Saturday, June 16 at 10 a.m. 
at Queenston Heights. 

The event is meant to 
commemorate the decla¬ 
ration of war and to reflect 
on the beginning of the 
conflict that helped shape 
Canada, Merrett says.

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Flames of War to premiere at Fort George

A fusion of light, drama, 
dance, music and video will 
dazzle audiences at Fort 
George. 

On the 200th anniversary 
of the declaration of the War 
of 1812, travel back in time 
to see the world through the 
eyes of the people who lived 
through an important part 
of history. 

Parks Canada and Steve 
Shaw Productions will pre¬ 
miere a part of the 35-min¬ 
ute production just in time 
for bicentennial celebra¬ 


tions—Flames of War, an 
1812 Son et Lumifere, says 
Barbara Worthy, the docu¬ 
mentary's co-producer. 

The term Son Et Lumiere 
means 'light show,' a pre¬ 
sentation of images project¬ 
ed onto a building and syn¬ 
chronized with music and 
sound affects, says Worthy. 

The production was shot 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake in 
March and stars many of the 
town's local talent, includ¬ 
ing re-enactors and inter¬ 
preters from Fort George, 
says Worthy 

The co-producer adds 
that some editing is still 


being done on the film, 
which is why the entire pro¬ 
duction will not be shown. 

"We're showing part one 
on Monday night because 
we wanted people to see it 
in time for the 1812 celebra- 

"The video will be pro¬ 
jected on the exterior of the 
blockhouses of Fort George. 
The film is not just a straight 
drama—it's a creative way of 
story-telling that begins in 
1811 and talks about the 
conflicts that caused the 
war, says Worth. 

Flames of War depicts 
the fears, the loss, heroics 


and victories of local civil¬ 
ians at a time of uncertain¬ 
ty, she adds. 

It captures the role 
played by natives and how 
their alliance directly 
affected the outcome of the 
war, resulting in the Canada 
that is known today. 

The show will start at 
about9:30 p.m. onMonday, 
June 18, says Worthy. 

Flames of War will be 
shown Friday, Saturday 
and Monday evenings 
starting July 7, and running 
until early October at Fort 
George over the next two

Dixon’s stepfather, Lino 
Portelli, said she had just 
completed her second 
year at Niagara College in 
the early childhood devel¬ 
opment program and 
wanted to help disadvan¬ 
taged youths in the com¬ 
munity. 

She had a big heart, he 

“She always wanted to 
help people,” he said. 
“That’s what she wanted to 
do with the rest of her 
life.” 

Portelli said the family 
had recently watched a 
film on migrant workers 
and it stuck with Dixon. 


“Ever since, when she’s 
driven by any, she’s felt 
bad," he said. “She wanted 
to help them, too.” 

Sinan described Dixon 
as “cheerful” and someone 
who was always greeting 
friends with a “smile on 

“She always gave you a 
hug and a kiss,” she said. 
“If she wasn’t with family, 
she was with friends or she 
was at school. That was 
her life. She was wanted to 
be with people.” 

Portelli said Dixon was 
looking forward to her 
brother Scott’s wedding 
this September in Calgary.

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Busy time for fire department 


In the months since Fire Chief Alex 
Burbidge took over the job as the head 
of the local volunteer fire department, 
he has learned a couple of things. 

First, he has discovered that the fire 
department is busier than he expected 
for a small town such as Nlagara-on- 
the-Lake, and second, that the town 
has a very well-trained, well-equipped 
and extremely dedicated group of Are 
fighters, he says. 

They responded to three major calls 
last week within just a few days—a 
basement fire on Lakeshore Road, a 
tragic traffic fatality, and a rescue in 
the Queenston Heights quarry. 

The fire was electrical, began in the 
basement and caused about $100,000 
in damage, mostly from the thick 
smoke that made it difficult for volun¬ 
teers, who used thermal imaging cam¬ 
eras to ensure there were no flames or 
hot spots undetected. 

Family members got out safely, he 
said, warned by the smoke coming 
from baseboards before the smoke 
alarms went off—they were installed 
and working on all three floors of the 

Firefighters were also fortunate to 
be able to access a water reservoir built 
for Konzelmann Estate Winery when 
they added their last extension to their 
building. It meant the fire could be 
fought without concern for losing 
water pressure, often a problem in 
rural fires, said Chief Burbidge. 

When responding Friday morning 
to the traffic fatality, there was little 


they could do, he said—police and 
EMS were on the scene. 

Friday evening, the St. Davids fire¬ 
fighters were called to the Queenston 
Quarry to rescue a young woman who 
was hiking and had slipped and hurt 
her ankle, which was later found to be 
fractured. 

It took about half an horn to locate 
her, then about another half hour to 
reach her, he said. NOTL firefighters 
put a splint on her leg to prepare her 
for extraction, and gave her oxygen. A 
small crew of St. Catharines firefighters 
helped out with some new equipment 
they had just been training on that 
allows the rescue basket standard to all 
fire departments to be wheeled rather 
than carried—equipment that made 
for a more controlled and comfortable 
trip up the escarpment for the 19-year- 
old Queenston woman. 

Chief Burbidge said he may be ask¬ 
ing council to fund the equipment for 
his department, he said, and suggested 
hikers carry a whistle to make their 
location easier to determine in case of 
an emergency. 

"They were calling, but it was really 
difficult to tell which direction the 
sound was coming from." 

In addition, there were several calls 
to respond to fire alarms and medical 
assists during the week, he said. 

Having come from Vaughan, north 
of Toronto, he is accustomed to a busy 
fire department, but has been sur¬ 
prised at the number of calls that come 
in to this volunteer department.

Ken Gansel 
brings expertise 
in technology 
and security to 
board

Local resident Ken 
Gansel has been named to 
the Niagara Region Police 
Services Board. 

He fills the position of 


former board chair Mai 
Woodhouse, which has 
been vacant for a little more 
than a year. 

Gansel says he applied 
when he heard about the 
position, was interviewed 
shortly afterward, and had, 
a year later, put it out of his 
mind, assuming it wasn't 
going to happen. 

Although some time is 
needed for security checks 
and decision-making, he 
feels, since he was appoint¬ 
ed by the province, that the 
provincial election last fall 
might have delayed the pro¬ 


in the meantime, his vol¬ 
unteer efforts with the 1812 
Legacy Council increased 
as he organized opening 
events to take place at Fort 
George, planned for this 
weekend. 

Failure to receive fund¬ 
ing from the federal govern¬ 
ment meant those events 
were seriously scaled back, 
leaving him scrambling to 
raise money from other 
sources and trying to put 
together some alternatives, 
but after this weekend, he'll 
have time on his hands to 
devote to his new appoint¬ 
ment. He was sworn in 
Tuesday. 

"The bulk of my volun¬ 
teer role was tied to events 
planned for this weekend, 
and although I'm still a 
member of the committee, 
most of my work is done," 
he said. 

Gansel says his expertise 
is technology—he's a retired 
senior manager of technol¬ 
ogy services with the 
Ministry of the Attorney 


General and the Ministry of 
Community Safety and 


Police services board 
chair Henry D'Angela, in 
welcoming Gansel to the 
position, said "his appoint¬ 
ment will strengthen an 
already strong board and 
will fill a long-standing 
vacancy. We all look for¬ 
ward to his input and a new 
perspective that Ken will 
bring to assist in the resolu¬ 
tion of issues before this 

While each member 
brings their own varied 
experience to the board, 
Gansel says his expertise in 
information technology 
and security will be unique 
on this board. 

"I'm very excited, but at 
the same time this is a huge 
responsibility, and at the 
moment I feel slightly over¬ 
whelmed. However it's a 
board of seven, and 
although I don't know all 
the ins and outs, I'm a fast 
learner." 

The board is the civilian 


governance body of the 
Niagara Regional Police 
Service. It has seven mem¬ 
bers, three from regional 
council, three provincial 
appointees, and a citizen 
representative appointed 
by regional council. 

"We represent the citi¬ 
zens of Niagara. We're the 
civilian oversight," he says. 

Although he's been told 
the position requires about 
16 hours a week, he says, "I 
suspect it's more a job you 
can make into what ever 
you want it to be." 

Gansel's position on the 
board makes him the sec¬ 
ond representative from 
NOTL—Gary Burroughs, as 
regional chair, is also a 
member. 

Gansel came to NOTL in 
1976, and has extensive 
experience from a 40-year 
career in both the public 
and private sectors involv¬ 
ing information technology 
systems and infrastructure, 
as well as a background in 
project management, 
finance planning and

Jim Smith loves collect¬ 
ing old photographs of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

And Gordon Lawson 
loves taking photos of it. 


The props buyer for the 
Shaw Festival for the last 25 
years, Lawson has made his 
living as a photographer in 
the past, and has recently 
published a book with the 
help of Smith's photos of 
NOTL. 

Smith "was kind of co¬ 


erced" into being a co-au¬ 
thor of the book, says 
Lawson, who is on Smith's 
email list of about 100 peo¬ 
ple who regularly receive old 
black and white photos from 
Smith's collection. 

But the book really start¬ 
ed from a series of photos 


Lawson took of his daugh¬ 
ter-pictures that embar¬ 
rassed her over time, but 
that was part of the attrac¬ 
tion, he says. 

Like many parents, he 
took a photo on her very first 
day of school. He posed her 
on the steps of Parliament 


Oak about two decades ago, 
but unlike other parents, he 
repeated the process annu¬ 
ally so that he had a series of 
"first day" photos, taken in 
the same spot every year. 

Then he got the idea of 
taking the first photo to the 
same spot, holding it up so 


that it lined up with 
Parliament Oak today, and 
photographed it—the school 
itself hasn't changed, 
although the shrubs on 
either side of the main door 
have grown considerably.

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Landmark clock tower no longer silenced, after outcry from residents

The bells are ringing 
again. 

Both Jim Smith, the vol¬ 
unteer who looks after the 
clock in the Queen Street 
cenotaph, and Niagara-on- 
the-Lake's parks and recre¬ 


ation director Clive Buist, 
have realized how much 
residents missed the chimes 
when they were discontin- 

"It just struck eight 
o'clock, and it sounded 
good," said Smith Friday 
morning, after inst allin g and 
setting a new timer. 

There was a problem 


Saturday morning—the bell 
stopped working—but 
Smith says he thought 
maybe the power to the 
timer had been interrupted, 
and quickly reset it. 

Between the Shaw 
Festival request for the bell 
to be silenced during per¬ 
formances, from 11:30 a.m. 
to 10 p.m., and complaints 


to the town that prompted a 
decision that the overnight 
noise bylaw must be 
enforced, Smith, who con¬ 
trols the timer for the bell, 
gave up in frustration and 
turned it off altogether. 

But after an article in the 


about it being muzzled, 
Smith was happy to reset 


the timer, although the 
hours are still limited. 

The bells will ring hourly 
from 7 a.m. to 11 a.m., and 
be quiet from noon to 5 
p.m. 

They will ring out again 
at 6 and 7 p.m. between 
Shaw matinees and evening 
performances. 

Shaw plays are over 


before 11 p.m., but that's 
when the noise bylaw kicks 
in, so the bells remain silent 
until 7 a.m. 

When the Shaw Festival 
closes for the season, they 
can ring from 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m.

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Old bell, new timer in Court House 


Although the clock is in 
the cenotaph tower, the beU 
is in the Court House, and 
has been there since 1830. 
The Shaw uses the room 
directly below it as a theatre 
in season. 

The bell was cast in 1838, 
purchased and installed by 
the Niagara fire depart¬ 
ment, and rang for the first 
time in 1839. It is one of the 
oldest town bells in Canada, 
says Smith. 

It was the original bell 
for the fire station on Queen 
Street, long since gone, and 
was used not only to call 
firemen during emergen¬ 
cies but to announce funer¬ 
als, tolling once for each 
year the person lived, and 
other important communi¬ 


ty events such as council 
and firehall meetings, says 
Smith. It was also rung at 9 
p.m. during the years the 
town had a curfew, to 
remind children they need¬ 
ed to be home if they 
weren't accompanied by an 
adult. 

When he took over the 
maintenance of the clock, 
he devised a timer for the 
bell that would run inde- 
pendendy of the clock. 

But it was old and crude, 
he said, so he bought a 
more sophisticated timer 
last week—at his own 
expense—and headed up 
to the plywood box that 
housed the old equipment 
to replace it 

And that isn't a simple 
matter, especially when the 
Shaw has its theatre set up 
in the Court House. 


Smith, who is 67, enters 
a house-cleaning closet on 
the main floor, where there's 
a steel ladder that he climbs 
to a floor just below the 
cupola of the Court House, 
where the bell is located. 

He crawls along on his 
hands and knees to a cub¬ 
byhole below the bell, and 
climbs into the lower level 
of the cupola, which is two 
floors, he says. 

There, he installed the 
timer and connected it to a 
wire that runs through the 
floor above to the bell clap¬ 
per. 

"It's what I do for a 
hobby," says Smith. 

"I don't even think about 
it, I just do it, just like I've 
been doing for so many 
years. But I do find these 

days I’m more tired when The bell in the cupola of the Court House provides the chimes for the Queen Street Cenotaph clock 
I'm done." tower. It was first rung in 1839, when it was purchased to signal fires for volunteer firefighters.

Mohawks, with Mohawk 
Chief Joseph Brant as his 
uncle. 

Norton, made a major 
of the British army, helped 
lead the Six Nations sol¬ 
diers at the battle of 
Queenston Heights. They 
were considered crucial 
to the British victory, and 
following that Norton 
continued to lead native 
contingents into several 
of the war's most signifi¬ 
cant battles. 

His journal, published 
in 1816, offers firsthand 
accounts of the War of 
1812 and of life among 
the Cherokees leading up 
to the war years. 

It indicates not only 
how important the natives 
were to the war effort, but 
also how difficult it was 
for Norton, who was con¬ 
sidered neither Indian 


nor white man and didn't 
fit in with either, says Jim 
Hill, manager of heritage 
operations for the Niagara 
Parks Commission. 

Norton's journal "is a 
fairly compelling read 
about the war. He had a 
foot in both cultures, and 
he struggled with those 
two worlds," says Hill. 

Yet he was a major in 
the British forces, not the 
British Indian depart¬ 
ment, and without his 
contributions as leader of 
native allies "you and I 
would not be sitting here 
in this country of Canada," 

Because of Norton's 
historic contributions 
locally, Hill would like to 
see the cabin moved to 
the Laura Secord home¬ 
stead property in 
Queenston, to eventually 


be restored. 

While it's ideal to have 
an historic building on its 
original site, it's already 
been moved to St. 
Catharines from the 
Grand River location near 
Cayuga where Norton set¬ 
tled after the war, so one 
last move, this time to 
Queenston, seems the 
right decision now, he 
says. 

It would link 1812 sto¬ 
ries such as Secord's and 
Norton's and the cabin 
would also be safe and 
secure on the homestead 
property, under the 
watchful eyes of villagers, 
he says. 

The cabin is currently 
owned by heritage con¬ 
sultant Jon Jouppien, who 
has restored many signifi¬ 
cant buildings. He came 
across it when he was 


working in the Cayuga 
area, purchased and 
moved it to his five-acre 
property on Pelham Road 

Jouppien spent almost 
30 years living in and 
restoring one of the old¬ 
est—and most beautiful- 
homes in southwestern 
Ontario, decorating it in 
period furniture and cre¬ 
ating a living museum in 
the house that dates back 
to 1796. The main build¬ 
ing on the Pelham Road 
property, it and other 
buildings on the property, 
including the cabin, are 
up for sale. 

Jouppien lives in 
Niagara Falls now, in 
another historic home 
he's restoring—he's a 
United Empire Loyalist 
and admits to being a his¬ 
tory fanatic.

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'Benefactor' needed to help move cabin 


He has recently 
watched artifacts he col¬ 
lected over his career be 
auctioned, and he feels 
pressed to have the future 
of the cabin settled before 
the property is sold as 
part of a divorce settle- 

Although the cabin is 
in rough shape, he has 
begun restoration, putting 
it on a stone foundation 
and making sure a roof 
protects it from further 
deterioration. 

He has spent a decade 
working on it, and would 
like to finish the project, 
not only authentically 
restoring the cabin but 
filling it with one-of-a- 
kind Indian artifacts, he 

He has offered the 
parks commission two 
larios: he could sell it 
3 for about $100,000, 


and have them move it, or 
he could sell it, move it 
and restore it for them at 
a cost of about $300,000. 

He isn't out of line with 
his numbers, says Hill, it's 
just a matter of the com¬ 
mission not having the 
resources to move ahead 
on it at this time. 

The Queenston 
Residents Association has 
also been involved in dis¬ 
cussions, and would like 
to see the cabin on the 
Secord Homestead, but 
although they might be 
able to make some contri¬ 
bution, they haven't the 
resources to finance it 
themselves either, says 
president Jim Armstrong. 

Norton is important to 
Canadian history and 
native history—there are 
plans underway to name 
him a person of national 
historic signficance—and, 
Hill says "there are all 
sorts of folks" who would 
like to see the cabin

moved and restored. 

He could see it hap¬ 
pening in stages, begin¬ 
ning with purchasing and 
moving it. 

"We're not in a position 
to fund the move and res¬ 
toration at the present 
time, but that doesn't 
mean we couldn't in the 
future," he says. 

"I'd like to get it taken 
care of, but it's a question 
of resources." 

What is needed is "a 
nice benefactor" who is 
interested in preserving 
the cabin, but so far, no 
one has stepped forward, 
said Hill.

"It's a lot of work and 
help can be very scarce." 

Even though there are a 


few local growers who pro¬ 
duce strawberries, there 
simply isn't one supplier 
who can meet the demand 
of strawberries needed for 
the annual festival. 

For the past few years, 
Hunter says the strawber¬ 
ries have come from a farm 
in Vineland. 

"Of course we always 
have Ontario berries. Our 
berries will always come 
from the Niagara region." 

In addition to having 
strawberries for sale, the 
festival offers the popular 
silent auction, a used book 
sale, jewelry and collect¬ 
ibles. 

There will also be a bake 


table and plants for sale. 

The festival will have a 
children's area with face 
painting, games and prizes 
to entertain the young ones.

Two seniors have found 
independence in a little 
Chautauqua cottage, a 
corner of paradise for a 
couple who never expect¬ 
ed to find happiness at 
this stage of their lives. 

At 82 years old, Derek 
Hunt is fit, active, quick¬ 
witted and charming. 

He lost his wife about 
16 years ago, moved from 
a large property on 
Lakeshore Road into the 
Old Town, first on Gate 
Street then to Garrison 
Village, and finally to 
Queenston, where he felt 
he was coping quite well 


alone, and at their urging, 
he reluctantly let them 
move him into the Chateau 
Gardens long term care 
residence. 

"They did what they 
thought was right," he 

It's a wonderful facility, 
and the staff members all 
treated him well, he says, 
but he didn't feel he 
belonged there—he didn't 
need the level of care that 
was offered, and an out¬ 
going, sociable fellow, he 
found there were few peo¬ 
ple he could talk to except 
the busy staff. 

Fran Collier's story was 
a little different. She says 
she knew before she got to 
Chateau Gardens that she 
wasn't ready, that it wasn't 
the place for her, and 
resisted, but her family 
was forceful and pushed 
her out of her home and 
into long-term care. 

At 85, she's intelligent, 
world-travelled, loves her 
independence, is still 
active and looks much 
younger than her age. 

She too felt isolated in 
long-term care, with 
nobody to talk to. 


In fact, she says, she 
was so depressed thinking 
that she would be there 
until she died that she 
thought she would be bet¬ 
ter off dead. 

But that was about to 
change. 

She and Hunt were on 
different floors, so they 
hadn't met yet when a 
staff member decided it 
was time to introduce 
them to each other, and 
took Derek upstairs so 
they could chat. 

Shortly after, he devel¬ 
oped pneumonia, and she 
visited him regularly, 
going to his room in the 
evening to sit with him— 
always with the door open, 
she jokes. 

"We had lots in com¬ 
mon, lots to talk about." 

When he recovered, 
they began to talk about 
"escape", says Collier, but 
first they needed a place 

Hunt was better able to 
get out and around, so he 
started scouting out loca- 

His independence 
came as a result of a visit 
to the ESkoot dealer on

Mississauga Street, where 
he went to talk to owner 
Colin Telfer about pur¬ 
chasing a scooter. 

He had owned one pre¬ 
viously, but he had taken 
it in for repairs, and the 
place that sold it to him 
went bankrupt before he 
could get it back, he said. 

Telfer remembers the 
day Hunt came to see him. 
He was nervous about 
selling a scooter to some¬ 
one in long-term care—he 
didn't want to be respon¬ 
sible for injuries—but the 
senior soon demonstrated 
he was quite capable of 
safely operating the bat¬ 
tery-run scooter. Before 
long, he was taking it into 
St. Catharines regularly, 
making trips to the Pen 
Centre or Fairview Mall, 
even throughout the win- 

So when he and Collier 
decided to look for a place 
together, he rode up and 
down the streets of the 
Old Town, determined to 
find a home for them. 

He found exactly what 
they needed—a little cot¬

Local chef judges reality cooking show 


> French-speaking 
local chef 
tapped to 
appear on 
Master Chef, France

A local chef has had the 
opportunity to be part of the 
popular Master Chef TV 
show, this one broadcast in 
France. 

Originally from Quebec 
City, Alain Levesque is the 
owner, with his wife Tricia 
Keyes, of Terroir 

Lachachette, the restaurant 
in Strewn Winery. 

The Master Chef scouts 
interviewed several local 
chefs for the TV show, says 
Levesque, and when he 
didn't hear from them, he 
assumed he hadn't been 
chosen. 

The show, made famous 
by American chef Gordon 
Ramsey, is taped in France, 
but each season has two off¬ 
site sessions, and this year, 
Niagara Falls was one of 

"It's very popular in 
Europe, with over six million 
viewers," says Levesque. 

"Each episode is more 
than two hours long." 

Last Tuesday Levesque 


got the call, asking him to be 
at Table Rock in die Falls for 
a Thursday taping, with a 
recipe for a dish using local 
ingredients. 

He and his wife, Tricia 
Keyes, both said they were 
surprised by the size of the 
production when they 
arrived at Table Rock, with 
more than 70 crew members 
involved in the taping. 

"They were all very pro¬ 
fessional, and it was very 
well organized," says Keyes. 

"We didn't realize until 
we got there how big this 
show is in France. It was 
very exciting to watch." 

"It's cooking," adds 
Levesque. 

"And this is France. 
France is food." 

The show is also broad¬ 
cast in Switzerland, 
Luxemburg and Belgium. 

Of about 30 amateur 
chefs who began the com¬ 
petition, all had been elimi¬ 
nated but three by the time 
of the Niagara Falls taping. 

The dish he created to 
challenge them was pan- 
roasted Delft Blue Farms 
veal T-bone with double 
smoked bacon, icewine car¬ 
amelized shallots and cab¬ 
ernet jus, served with 
Woolwich Farms Chevre 
and Chive mashed potatoes 
and Niagara spring aspara- 


Although the contestants 
are given a recipe, they don't 
receive detailed instructions 
for preparing the dish, he 
said—they have to work it 
out for themselves. 

And while they are work¬ 
ing, he and the other judges 
can talk to them—he says he 
was surprised by how ner¬ 
vous they seemed, how 
much pressure they were 
under—answer some ques¬ 
tions and offer suggestions, 
without giving too much 

He was judging their con¬ 
tributions with two other 
famous chefs from France, 
and a top food critic, the 
weekly judges on the show. 

When die dishes were 
finished, the judges sampled 
each component, and made 
their decisions based on 
taste and presentation. 

The judging was fairly 
simple, he said—the four of 
them talk amongst them¬ 
selves, comparing notes, but 
in this episode, there was 
one contestant who "really 
didn't get it, he had made 
mistakes with almost every¬ 
thing, so it was easy to 
decide who went home." 

It was also very emotion¬ 
al, with the ousted contes¬ 
tant crying, said Levesque. 
The prize for the winner is 
100,000 Euros. 

The series will begin air¬ 
ing in August.

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SMITH, Gladys Ellen - Passed away 
peacefully in her 96th year on June 9, 2012, 
well cared for at Upper Canada Lodge in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. Bom Gladys Ellen Hills 
on September 27, 1916 in Dartford, Kent, UK, 
Gladys was a talented and competitive athlete 
constantly rising to the top of whatever sports 
she adopted. She was captain of the net ball 
team at her high school but her real love was 
tennis to which she was introduced at the 
Burroughs and Welcome sports club in 
Dartford where she rose to “First Lady” and 
competed all over the region. She did the 
same with field hockey as well. She met the 
love of her life, Len Smith, just before WWII 
and they were married on Armistice Day 1939. 
In 1952 she emigrated to Canada with her 
husband and two children and spent 18 happy years raising their family in Montreal West. 
There, Gladys began her volunteer work by running the ballet school at the local 
elementary school, Elizabeth Ballantyne. She also was a member, and eventually president¬ 
elect, of the Montreal West Women’s Club. That year, 1970, she and Len moved to 
Brantford, Ontario where Len’s company had relocated and where she joined the hospital 
auxiliary. In 1976 she moved with Len, then retired, to Niagara-on-the-Lake where she 
passed the remaining 35 years of her life. In NOTL she continued her volunteer service at 
the local hospital, eventually becoming a life time Auxiliary member. She also acted as the 
secretary of the local Conservative party for three years. Gladys enjoyed writing poetry and 
often had a piece published in the Niagara Advance. She leaves her daughter, Jacqueline, 
and son-in-law, Thomas Bonic, of Toronto and two granddaughters Alyssa and Stephanie 
Bonic. She is also survived by her son Geoffrey Smith and daughter-in-law Katherine Wood 
of Walnut Creek, California and granddaughter Ainslee Smith. The family would like to 
extend their gratitude to the whole team at Upper Canada Lodge; Gladys' care worker, 
Christine Audet, from We Care and the Niagara-on-the-Lake Community Palliative Care 
Service for their dedication, their kindness and their compassion.
